Food, 
all of which is being generously do- 
nated by Glen’s Market, will feature 
a choice of either a chicken barbecue 
dinner or hot dog dinner. 


Boyne Area Gymnastics 
awarded challenge grant 
from Frey Foundation 


Boyne Area Gymnastics and Dance 
director Kari Streelman was recently 
notified that the program would be the 
recipient of two important grants from 
the Frey Foundation in support of the 
ongoing building project.

Stree]man, is to begin Phase IJ, which 
will include additional improvements 
to the facility totalling $38,000, in- 
cluding completing the dance studio, 
office, lobby, bathrooms, and parking 
area, as well as improvements to the 
gymnasium. 

The facility’s board of directors had 
chosen not to fund Phase II of the 
building project with local donations 
due to the extensive support given to 
Phase I, and anticipated support of a 
future Phase III. 

With the matching grant in the off- 
ing, though, local funds may make all 
the difference in reaching the goal to 
undertake Phase II.

touched. Despite the damage, aceard- 
ing to Boyne City Fire Chief Dennis 
Amesbury, no injuries were reported. 
“We were real lucky,” he said. The 
closest call he’d been informed of, 
Amesbury said, was a car on State 
Street that had been crushed by a tree, 
but “the guy got out okay.” 

In an ideal situation, the city’s si- 
ren would have sounded in time to 
warn citizens of the impending tor- 
nado. This storm, however, ap- 
proached quickly, and Amesbury was 
as surprised as anyone by the events. 
Amesbury, a city employee, was with 
work crews at Rotary Park when the 
storm hit. “We ran for cover from the 
rain and lightning,” Amesbury said. 
“We were sitting in our trucks. We 
didn’t realize it was that bad down- 
town. Then I heard Tim (O’Leary, 
city planner and parks and rec man- 
ager] calling for the fire department, 
saying trees were blowing down. 

“We didn’t get any advance notice, 
it happened so fast.” Amesbury said. 
“If we know, we can hit the siren. 
(Emergency personnel at} 911 didn’t 
know this was coming in that quick.” 

According to National Weather 
Service meteorologist Gary 
Campbell, the storm was part of a 
“bunch of real strong storms” first 
seen on radar over Lake Michigan. 
“We were tracking them all morning 
long as they moved across. Four 
waves hit lower Michigan.” 

A severe thunderstorm warning 
was issued for Charlevoix County at 
1:39 p.m. on Thursday, when the 
storm was moving through the city of 


radic but significant damage in its 
wake. Tracking from the waterfront, 

the tornado swept through downtown 
residential streets parallel with State 
and North streets, veering off to hit 
Pearl Street and the East Main Street 
area, east to as far as Hemlock Street. 

Emergency crews, on the scene 
within minutes of the event, had not 
only downed and damaged trees to 
contend with but downed power lines 
as well, leaving thousands without 
power and emergency workers with 
the task of isolating areas for citizens’ 
safety. 

Power lines on Park and East 
Streets, according to Amesbury, were 
especially hard hit, leading emer- 
gency crews to close off several 
blocks downtown, extending west to 
east from Lake Street to East Street, 
and south to north from Vogel Street 
to Water Street. 

The Landings condominiums, 
which were the residences likely the 
hardest hit by the storm, were also a 
focal point for emergency crews, who 
were “trying to get that secured off, 
get the gas shut off, the power shut 
off, and get the people out of that 
area,” Amesbury said. 

“Overall, it turned out all nght,” he 
said of the situation as a whole. “We 
learned some things from it.” 
Amesbury said that although he was 
generally pleased with the response 
from firefighters, he has identified 
some areas that could be improved in 
the face of future emergencies. “‘It was 
a new experience, and I’ve seen a few 
things I’d probably want to do a little 
better,” Amesbury said, citing traffic 
control as an issue that will be looked

‘City crews will 
pick up storm 
debris curbside 
through Aug. 15

ALTHOUGH CITY streets, parks. and most yards 
were a mess the morning after Thursday's storm, we all 
can be thankful that no one was seriously hurt and dam- 
age was minimal considering the force of the wind. For 
clean up of yards, citizens are welcome to take leaves 
and branches to the north Boyne yard at the end of 
Robinson Street. The north Boyne site is for material prod- 
ucts only (leaves and tree material). If you do not have 
the means to haul to the site, city DPW crews will pick up 
the material if property owners pile it along the street be- 
fore Aug. 15. This process is going to take awhile, so 
please be patient. If you feel that the crew may have missed 
you, please call city hall at 582-6597 to have your name 
and address added to the list. Thank you very much to all 
of those who called on the day of the storm to offer assis- 
tance. Due to the danger from downed electrical lines, 
we were not able to utilize all of the volunteers. How- 
ever, the many offers were appreciated. 


WEST MICHIGAN Avenue has been one of those 
Murphy’s Law projects. Anything that can go wrong, will. 
The street was no more than paved when Roese Construc- 
tion, subcontracting for Ameritech, hit a water line while 
trying to bore a line under the freshly paved street. Fol- 
lowing that, it was determined that the contractor for the 
project had not gotten the grade right, and water was not 
going to drain off the street as the design for the project 
planned. A section of the asphalt needed to be removed, 
the underlying gravel regraded, and then repaved. This 
meant another patch in the new asphalt. Rather than have 
two patches in the block of new asphalt, the City decided 
to pay $2,000, in addition to the cost apportioned to the 
contractor for its error in grading, and Roese Construc- 
tion for repairs after hitting the water line, and replace 
the entire block of asphalt. 


ONE OF THE subjects of discussion at the Aug. 19, 
2002 Planning Board meeting will be the requirement, in 
Traditional Residential zoned districts, that on new con- 
struction, the garage must be located 10 feet behind the 
front edge of the house. This restriction was included in 
the recently adopted zoning ordinance so those traveling 
City streets would not look at nothing but garage doors. 
There are photographs showing examples of developments 
with this restriction, and without, at City Hall. If this re- 
quirement is of interest to you, please attend this discus- 
sion at City Hall on Aug. 19 at 5 p.m.

Michigan eLibrary is 
great on-line resource

I recently heard someone say that the Internet is mostly retail, pornog- 
raphy, and a collection of worthless junk. Contrary to this opinion, there 
is valuable, useful, accurate information available on the World Wide 
Web, and now it is available to Michigan residents 24 hours a day. In 
late June, governor John Engler and State Librarian Christie Brandau 
officially unveiled the “new” MeL, a remarkable combination of Internet 
subject collections and electronic databases purchased by the Library of 
Michigan exclusively for Michigan residents. 

Dubbed “‘MeL” the Michigan eLibrary contains the best of the Internet 
resources which are screened by professional librarians, and more than 
$3.6 million worth of online encyclopedias, directories, almanacs, elec- 
tronic books, and newspaper and magazine articles. These are the kind 
of resources people would expect to find in the world’s great research 
libraries, not in their hometown library, or even their own home. 

The Michigan eLibrary can be found at www.MeL.org, and can be 
accessed from anywhere there is an Internet connection. The databases, 
however, are available only to Michigan residents; at the log-on screen a 
user will be prompted for a Michigan driver’s license number or state ID 
number. We encourage you to visit the library for a hands-on tour of the 
site. Although MeL does a great job of organizing things in a user-friendly 
format, patrons can benefit even more from having a guided tour.

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Charlevoix hospital to open new ER Aug. 11 


m Public invited to attend official ribbon cutting, tour new facility 


It’s been over a year since 
Charlevoix Area Hospital broke 
ground for a new emergency depart- 
ment and now only a few details re- 
main as work crews put on the fin- 
ishing touches in preparation for an 
upcoming dedication. ’ 

On Sunday, Aug. 11, at 4 p.m. Of- 
ficials will cut the ribbon, accept keys 
to the new facility and Jaunch the 
emergency room’s heliport as sup- 
porters, employees, and friends gather 


‘for.“lift off.” The public is invited to 


attend the opening, and tour the new 
addition. 

“This is a beautiful facility, and an 
important health resource for our 
community,” said hospital CEO Bill 
Jackson. 

“We're very grateful for the sup- 
port we received from hundreds of 
individuals, businesses, and. organi- 
zations in our area. Their gifts made 
this a reality.” 

Utilization of the hospital’s emer- 
gency area has increased 400 percent 
since it was expanded 20 years ago, 
and the new wing adds significantly 
to the existing hospital. At 7,600 
square feet, it is over twice the size 
of the existing ER. 


The new emergency department 
includes 10 rooms dedicated to car- 
diac care, trauma, and triage, arranged 
around a central nursing station to 
facilitate patient care and monitoring. 
A separate imaging area with new x- 
ray equipment has been added, as well 
as a new admitting area, family con- 
ference room, and a waiting suite for 
visitors. 

An expanded Urgent Care Center, 
part of the emergency department, 
will treat non-emergency patients on 
evenings and weekends. 

On the exterior of the addition, 
there is a protected ambulance bay, 
and the rooftop will support a heated 
heliport. 

As the designated emergency con- 
trol center for Charlevoix County, the 
hospital’s helicopter landing pad is 
intended to expedite rapid triage, 
treatment and transportation of criti- 
cally i}} patients. 

The new ER wing is part of a multi- 
component expansion project for 
Charlevoix Area Hospital. Later this 
year a new lakeside wing with addi- 
tional labor and delivery, post-surgi- 
cal, and intensive care rooms will 
open. 


Following that, the existing admit- 
ting, billing and medical records, and 
visitor waiting areas will be relocated 
and remodeled. The hospital is also 
redesigning its campus to add new 
parking areas, landscaping, and walk- 
ways. 


“This is the culmination of a $6.5 
million, 41,000 square foot renova- 
tion,” Jackson said. “Al! of us are 
really proud of what we've accom- 
plished, and when the community 
sees this new addition, we think 
they’il be excited too.”

Wouldn’t it be nice if the 
gardens “just happened” without the 
ulling, toiling, and weeding it takes 
to bring about these picture-postcard 
creations?

A 
couple newly in love is like two Mas- 
ter Gardeners working attentively to 
bring about fertile soil abundant in 
sharing, caring growing and endless 
unfoldings. 

AFTER THE HONEYMOON, A 
week, a month, a year later the bubble 
may burst and the responsibility of 
everyday life creeps back into the 
newlywed lives. Suddenly, they find 
they no longer think their spouse’s 
quirks are cute!

These Master Garden- 
ers have not been afraid to get dirt 
under their fingernails in order to 
comfort each other and continue de- 
veloping in abundance year after year. 
As the sunset fades and the evening 
stars appear, the moonbeams glisten 
on the rich green foliage and lush 
flowerbeds that testify to the profound 
and deep love and commitment of a 
martiage in its golden years.
